Four representatives of the

pany were in G ettysb u rg and made 
a 
thorough inspection of condition- here. 
Inquiry w as m ade into the amount of 
business done at the 
various

and g a ra g e s, and a thorough test was 
made of the hotels and 
restaurants. 
At one of them a meal w as

and left practically untouched. One of 
the men ordered m eals at three se p a ­ 
rate places during the evening.

White 
pine heads this list, with thirty-three

ignited. 
Hemlock,

Several queer fre ak s of lightning

ports. In one case a bolt cut a groove 
in a fifty-foot red 
oak from
